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BLAINE’S QUICK ANSWER 


Te the Charge of Rudini in His Note to 
- Imperiali. 

ASHINGTON, May 4.—It does not él 
in the judgement of state department — 
that the note of Marquis Rudini, to Imperiali, 
who is now the representative of Italy in the 
United States, published this morning, has 
changed the situation either for the better or

n Press reporter this morning 
asked the marquis to define his position, as he 
understood it. The marquis was polite and 
obliging, but evidently felt himself bound to 
observe diplomatic proprieties closely, and de- 
clined to discuss the matter. 

Tou must let the communication speak 
for itself,“ said he. “I can only say that the 
letter says I am in charge of the current busi- 
nesg of the legation.“ 

So about the only result of the interview 
was a tacit acknowledgement from the 
marquis that he had received the note. As has 
been the case at every step of the Italian nego- 
tiations, state department officials decline to 
allow themselves to be quoted as expressing 
any opinions. But privately they do not ap- 
pear to attach particular importance to the 
last note. In the first place the note was not 
addressed to Secretary Blaine, and 
it is safe to say that its tenor 
would have been entirely different if it had 
been. Nor was it intended to be shown. to 
him. It is regarded here as intended solel 
for domestic consumption, being rather cal- 
culated to inspire the Italian people with the 
idea that their government is pursuing a vig- 
orous and resentful policy while taking advan- 
tage of the diplomatic vagueness of exp on 
and form to prevent the United States govern 
ment from having any official ground for re- 
sentment, for of course Secretary. Blaine can 
take no notice of the communication which, 
as ng expressly stated, was not for his pe- 
rusais 

As to the practical results of the last note 
there are none visible. 

DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS NOT SEVERED. 

The Marquis Imperiali is in charge of the 
current business of the Italian legation. That 
has been his precise status since Baron Fava 
quitted Washington, so that it cannot be said 
that the diplomatic relations between the 
United States and Italy are severed. The 
Italian government appears to be awaiting the 
action of our judicial authorities. There has 
been no correspondence between the two gov- 
ernments since Secretary Blaine’s note 
of April 14th, to Imperiali, and 
it may de recalled that in that 
note the secretary stated that the 
United States government was investigating 
the subject of the New Orleans tragedy. The 
next step will be taken by this government 
and will probably be an addition to the corre- 
spondence in the shape of an epistle founded 
en the report of District Attorney Grant at 

ew Orleans in regard to the nationality and 
character of the dead Italians. 

AS TO MINISTER PORTER. 

Touching the position of Mr. Porter, our 
minister to Rome, nothing has been done by 
Seeretary Blaine. There is a lack of precedents 
to fit this case. If the legation had been en- 
tirely withdrawn the matter would have been 
in line with other cases. In the complication 
between Austria and the United States grow- 
ing out of the rejection by Austria of United 
States Minister Keily, the United States re- 
frained from sending another minister in his 
place. After waiting a reasonable length 
of time, the Austrian minister here was 
granted an indetinite leave of absence and he 
stayed away until the United States saw fit to 
replace Mr. Keily with another minister, when 
all went on as before. Possibly this case, 
although different in detail, may serve as an 
indication of the course that will be pursued 
— agg United States government respecting

BLAINE’S TELEGRAM TO PORTER. 

WasHInGton, May 4.—The following dis- 
patch was sent by Secretary Blaine tonight: 

DEPARTMENT OF STATE, WASHINGTON, May 4.— 
To Porter, American Minister, Rome: A series 
of statements addressed to Marquis Imperiali by 
Marquis Rudin was telegraphed from Rome yes- 
terday, and was publish by the Associated 
Press of the Uni States today. The only parts

government desires to notice, are here quoted,

| Washington: Our requests to the federal govern- 


ment are very simple. Some Italian subjects, ac- 
quitted by American magistrates, have been 
murdered in a prison while under the immediate 
rotection of the authorities. Our right, there- 
ore, to demand and obtain the 1 
of the murderers and an indemnity for the 
victims is unquestionable. I wish to add that 
public opinion in Italy is justly impatient, and if 
concrete provisions were not at once taken, I 
should find myself in the painful necessity of 
showing openly our dissatisfaction by recalling 
the minister of his majesty from a country where 
he is unable to obtain justice. “RUDINI.”’ 
The intimation of Marquis Rudini that the tele- 
m in question was delivered in strict confidence 
a error. As the telegram expressed a de- 
mand of the Italian government, it was impossible 
that Marquis Rudini could transmit it in strict 
confidence. AsI bave already stated, it was com- 
municated to me in person by Baron Fava, written 
in English, in his own bandwriting, without the 
suggestion of privacy, and the _ tele- 
gram itself has -not a Single mark 
upon it denoting a confidential character. I have 
caused a number of copies of the telegram to be 
forwarded to you today, in fac-simile. The usual 
mark for Italic printing was used by me under 
four lines, and they appear in the copies. You 
will use the fac-similes in such manner as will 
most effectualiy prove the error into which 
Marquis Rudini has fallen. BLAINE.

THE OLD. MAN'S DARLING 


TIED TO A TREE AND WHIPPED. 
SEVERELY 


BY FEMALE RELATIVES OF HER HUSBAND. 


Who Desired to Inherit His Property—A 
Tragedy Resulting from the 
Women’s Action. 


Pucxrown, Tenn., May 4.—[Special.}—-A 
very bloodthirsty and revolting battle and 
crime took place in this section this evening 
about 9 o’clock, at Wolf Creek, a short dis- 
tance from here. , 
A wild and unruly mob had assembled at the 


house of one Bell. Whisky flowed like | 


water, and apparently all were chuck full and 
ready for a fight or frolic. 

The substance of the above meeting is this: 
Old man Bell, the great-granddady of the Bell 
generation, is a very old gentleman and a 
man of censiderable means. A few weeks 
ago his wife suddenly died and the 
old man was almost crazy. How- 
ever, all bis people strenuously ob 
jected to his. taking another belpmest 
but still the old man thought he knew best. 
Therefore, he took unto himself a girl about 
seventeen years of age, and together they 
went to occupy the old homestead. This in- 
censed his children so that they decided to see 
what there was in white cap methods, and 


after the bride had been ushered into the“ 


happy and contented home the devil seemed 
to get into the whole layout. 
THE BRIDE WHIPPED. ) 

No demonstration was made, however, until 
thé crowd began to feel good from the effects 
of mountain moonshine, and then everbody 
began to feel like fighting. Better counsel pre- 
vailed for awhile till the women also began to 
drink freely of bugjuice. Then they decided 
on action—and immediate action at that. The 
women of the Bell household disguised them- 
selvés and politely requested wife No. 2 to ac- 
company them outside. There they stripped 
her to the waist, tied herto a tree and pro- 
ceeded to administer about 100 lashes, almost 
killing her. 

Among the spectators was one John Ballew, 
who witnessed the whole performance. After 
the whipping next day, Ballew was brought 
up as a witness against the women whi 
caps and swore that he saw the whole affai?, 
and the justice committed them. 

MET THEM WITH A WINCHESTER. | 

This made the Bell gang mad, and the re 
sult was that they visited Ballew’ shouse, in 
tending to give him a sound thrashing, bu 
they failed. Mr. Ballew had a Winchester, 
and when called to his door and in- 
formed of the object of their midnight 
visit he emptied the contents of his 
rifle into the crowd, killing John Bell and 
fatally wounding six or eight others. They 
did not expect this kind of a reception and con- 
sequently took to their heels and fied for their 
lives.

Senator Wall and Representative Mann, of 
Hernando, and Shine, of Orange, spoke against 
the motion. Senators Yancey, Coulter, Cal 
houn and Broome, and Representatives Clark 
and Dougherty, spoke in favor of the motion.

The caucus adjourned Friday night to give 
a breathing spell. Those opposed to Senator 
Call have had until tonight to concentrate 

but the handwriting on

whatit willbe. The sentiment of the farm- 
ing districts is for Call, while the towns are 
divided. The pressure from the people in the 
several counties is growing stronger, urging 
those members who oppose him to vote for 
him. Several members have gone home to 
ascertain the wishes of their coustituents, 
whose proxies are being voted against Mr. 
Call, but when they return the indications are 
they will vote for him.

The Kitchen Car in a Railroad Camp Burns, 
and Four Negroes are :

railway construcijon, out of Chattanooga, oo- 
curred at the camp on the Chattanooga South- 
ern railroad, at Duck creek, Sidney, Ga.,

six Miles south of Kensington, Ga., the new 
tows It 1s just beyond Pigeon mountain, in a 
wildand desolate place. The kitchen car of 
a conftruction train was burned up, consuming 
four men—King Meadows, the head 
cook, and John Harvey, Will Browder and 
Walter Miles, assistant cooks. How the acci- 
dent occurred is not known. 5 

THEY PLAYED chars.“ 

There are two theories told by officers of the 
tailroad. The first is as follows: Every 
Thursday is pay day. It is thought the men 
got their money and sent to town for jugs of 
whisky and were so drunk last night that the 
car was accidently set on fire, the men being 
so dead drunk and asleep that they never 
knew they were burning. 

A second theory is that the four negroes 
were killed. After pay day the camp at night 
ig turned into regular crap dens. Will 
Browder, one of the dead men, has.been suc- 
cessful in winning lots of money. All the 
gamblers would play till some one 
won all the money. It is be- 
lieved Browder and his three companions 
were murdered for the money and the car set 
afire. Otherwise, if they were not too drunk 
they could have escaped. The car was an old 
box car, with double side doors, and the doors 
at each end had been out. Windows were also 
put in the car. The rest of the train was saved 
by rolling cars away by hand. The death of 
these negroes makes an even dozen at the camp 
near the tunnel in five months.

Some persons, in house cleaning and moving 
furniture about Dr. Baker’s house, or in some 
other way, found some letters. 

These letters wesge from Mrs. Gilmer, and 
showed that there was a criminal intimac 
between her and Dr. Baker, and that she an 
Baker had plotted Mrs. Baker’s death. 

When the matter was pressed home to Mrs. 
Gilmer, she confessed that Mrs. Baker had 
been killed. 

The woman was given poison, and it now is be- 
lieved that Dr. Baker had the body embalmed 
to hide the traces of it. 

It is said that Dr. Baker and Mis. Gilmer 
have known each other criminally for ten 
years, but the death of Mrs. Baker did not put 
things in such a shape as to permit of their 
being together without difficulty and fear of

NORA LAY BECAPTURED

BANK OFFICERS IN TROUBLE. 


They Are Charged with Falsifying Quar- 
teriy Reports. 

New Yorn, May 4——Edward E. Gedney, 
president of the North River bank, and 
Cashier Frank Ingersoll were placed under 
arrest this afternoon on a bench warrant issued 
by Judge Martine. They were brought before 
Judge Martine in part 2, general sessions, and 
held in $15,000 bail each. They are charged with 
falsifyng the quarterly report of the bank, 
made September 27, 1890. The complaint in 
the case was made by the receiver of the bank, 
Frank Higgins. 

Gedney and Ingersoll both gave bail. 

A certain item, *‘resources,’’ set forth that 
the bank had $124,436 in specie. It is upon 
this statement that perjury is alleged. The 
receiver says that the bank had no such 
amount of specie of its own on the morning of 
September 27th, and that in swearing to the 
report inthe affirmative, the bank officers, 
president and cashier, are guilty of perjury.. 

‘MORE ARRESTS.

A Dimeulty Near Greenesboro—T wo Negroes

blood was shed and in which one negro came 
near losing his life. The difficulty occurred in 
the Fork, about eight miles from Greensboro. 

The facts are briefly these: Lewis Taylor, 
a negro man living on the place of Mr. Sid 
Saffold, had been showing too great prefer- 
ence for the wife of Henry Brown, another 
negro living on the adjoining plantation of 
Mr. George Davis. Brown forbid his wife to 
speak to Taylor, but this she continued to do. 
The other day, Brown going over to Mr. 
Saffold’s, saw them in close conversation. He 
was made furious by the sight, and 


drawing his knife made an onslaught on Tay- 


lor. He raked at his throat, inflicting two | 
deep cuts on the side of the neck, and one 
under his throat. The blood poured out in a 
torrent and Taylor fell to the ground, while 
Brown skipped out. The cries of Brown’s 
wife attracted the attention of Mr. Saffold and 
others, and they came tothe scene. By this 
time Taylor was very weak from loss of blood, 
and he was carried to the house. His wounds 
were then dressed andhe is getting along 
very well. 

The knife missed the jugular vein but a 
hair’s breadth, and a little more force would 
have made the wound a fatal one. As stated 
above, after cutting Taylor, Brown skipped 
out and is still at large. A warrant has been 
sworn out, we understand, charging him with 
assault with intent to murder. 


A CUNNING NEGRO. 


He Attempts to Escape from Jall, but Does 
Not Succeed. 

GREENSBORO, Ga., May 4.—[Special.]—A 
negro man, named Henry Edwards, confined 
in the county jail, came near making his es- 
cape this morning. He was confined in a 
lower cell on which the lock is broken, but 
which is held in position by an immense beam 
resting against it and braced by two uprights. 
By some means he succeeded in throwing this 
beam out of the socket and the door to the cell 
was easily opened. Edwards then walked into 
the hallway and concealed himself under the 
steps. Hisintention wastorush out as the 
large door to the jail was opened. But when 
Sheriff English came to give the 
prisoners breakfast, he at once noticed 
something wrong, and saw the cell door open. 
He immediately found Edwards and marched 
him back to his cell. Edwards is in charged 
with appropriating money belonging to a col- 
ored Farmers’ Alliance to his own use. He 
was an organizer, and had some $20 in fees 
which he says he remitted to headquarters, 
but which was never received by them. He is 
a bright mulatto, and a very sharp one at 
that, but his keenness will not avail him any- 
thing. The door of the cell in which he is 
placed has been put in strong order. 


DEATH OF MR. JOHN DOSCHER. 


One of Augusta’s Oldest Citizens Dies 
Suddenly. 

AvGauUSTA, Ga., May 4.—[Special.|—The whole 
community was shocked tonight when the start- 
ling news spread over the city that Mr. John 
Doscher was dead. It was so sudden that it could 
hardly be realized. He died about 6.30 o’clock at 
his home on Jackson street. He had been up and 
about all day and only commenced feeling bad 
two hours before his death when he went to bed. 
There was serious apprehension as to 
his condition. His death «was ‘very 
sudden, and was produced by congestion of the 
brain. Mr. Doscher was one of the Augusta's 
oldest and most prominent German citizens. He 
was abont fifty-five years old, and has lived here 
since 1862.

WasHINGTON, Ga., May 4.—[Special.]—A 
somewhat notable family gathering has just 
taken place here—that of the Alexander fam- 
ily. General E. P. Alexander came up in his 

vate car from Savannah on Saturday, bring- 
ng his sisters, Mrs. J. F. Gilmer, Mrs. Alex 
R. Lawton, Mrs. Wallace Cumming and Mrs. 
G. Hull, all of Savannah. At Au- 
gusta they were joined by W. F. Alexender 
and J. H. Alexander, of that city, with Mrs. 
A. C. Haskell, of Columbia, 8. C.; and 
at Barnett by Mrs. W. E. who 
had come down from Athens to meet them. 
General A. R. Lawton also came up from Sa- 
vannah with them. The party 
old family home in Washington, whith is now 
owned by another brother, Mr. Charles A. 
Alexander. 

The home of the family here is a handsome 
old brick mansion, built in 1808. It has had 
four generations of the family asinmates. It 
is the oldest brick dwelling house north of 
A It is on the edge of a plantation or 
farm which extends from this house to some 
distance beyond the limits of Washington. 
The primeval forest on this land was cut down 
by their ancestor, Felix Gilbert, thougk the 
original grant was not to him. Felix and 
William Gilbert were brothers who came in 
1784, or very soon after, from the valley of 
Virginia to Wilkes county. They had a lar 
store on a part of what is now the public 
square in Washingtoh and put up a public gin 
soon after the cotton gin was invented. Thus 
they made a large fortune. Felix Gilbert 
married a daughter of Mrs. Sarah Hilihouse, 
noted as editor and proprietor of The Wash- 
ington Gazette during the first years of this

The only child of Felix Gilbert, a daughter, 
inherited this property. She married Adam 
L. Alexander, a native of Sunbury, who then 
came to Washington to live, and they were 
nts of the family now meeting here.

hypermetrope has blurred and indistinct vision. 


DIPLOPA. 


This causes a person to see double, and is not so 
common as the other defects noted above. It is gen 
erally corrected by. the use of.lenses ground in the 
form of prisms. For hypermetropia convex 
lenses are worn, and cases of near-eightedness are

The people have been annoyed for many 
months by the delays of an obsolete system, 
and their indignation had almost reached 
the point where a revocation of the franchise 
would have been demanded, when a new 
company came in and bought the twenty-one 
a of worn-out lines at the price of $800,-

THE CONSTITUTION had made strong and 
repeated protests against the inaction of the 
old company, but when new parties took 
hold of the property and gave evidence of an 
intention to give the city a first-class service, 
we asked a suspension of public sentiment 
until the new company should have time to 
show its good faith. Since then they have 
gone ahead in a business-like manner, and 
in the case of the long suffering suburb of 
West End, they have given bond and security 
to remodel the service in the shortest possi- 
ble time. This is the result of an equitable 
arrangement with the West End council. 

Now they come before the city council and 
ask the privilege of laying double tracks on 
terms similar to those imposed on electric 

car companies in the principal cities of the 
country. The matter has been considered 
byia committee of the council, and their“re- 
port recommends that the privileges asked 
be granted. The discussion of this report 
by the general council yesterday afternoon is 
reported elsewhere, and it will be seen 


that ‘the ‘matter came up in rather crude 


shape. It is just as well that the subject 
was recommitted, for it is evident that 
needs maturer consideration. 

This transportation question is a very im- 
portant one, but happily, experience has 
pretty thoroughly solvedjit. When the mem- 
bers of the council have studied the subject 
in other cities, they will the more clearly see 
the relations which experience shows to be 
equitable and wise between municipal cor- 
porations and street car companies. 

We think the city should not be content 
to be less chan fair with a corporation which 
proposes to give the people the long needed 
system of rapid transit. We believe in 
guarding well the rights of the people, and 
no exception should be made in favor of the 
best disposed corporations, but this is no 
time for an obstructionist policy. The pros- 
perity of the city depends upon nothing 
more than upon a good system of rapid 
transit, and the extent to which we will get 
it, will be proportionate to our fairness in 
dealing with the corporation which hazards 

the investment. If we cripple them with 

unnecessary and burdensome conditions, 

they will find it that much harder to make 
their financial arrangements, and the work 
will go on that much slower. 

There is a sound principle in legislation 

_ which may be profitably adopted as the 
guide on this occasion. It is that special laws 
are not only unnecessary, but unwise when 
general laws will accomplish the same pur- 
pose. This is the experience of all govern- 
ment, and only a few months ago the gov- 
ernor of Georgia had occasion to t out 


the serious inconvenience . resulting trom 


unfortunate special la ws. 
We are glad to see the city council taking 
the matter seriously, for it insures a wise 
‘decision when the members do get together.

Tue Italian Incident. 

‘The Italian incident seems to have en- 
tirely petered out. Rudini, so far as known, 
has made no direct reply to Mr. Blaine’s 
communication, which ought to have been 
the first document sent to the Italian au- 
thorities, but, in an official pamphlet ‘issued 
by his government he has made some com- 
ments on the American secretary’s note. 

Our telegrams of yesterday contained 
these comments, and it is curious to observe 


the changed tone of the Italian premier. 
He no longer flourishes a horse pistol and 


twirls his bristling mustachio. He is no 
longer in a defiant mood. He is explana- 
tory, and some great author who is now 
dead has remarked that explanation is only 
another name for conciliation. It is plain 
that Rudini has been squelched, and he goes 
so far as to admit that he has begun to 
shrink, Mr. Blaine pointed out that the 
whole question turns on a violation of the 
treaty. ‘‘We shrink from thinking.“ says 
Rudini, by way of comment, that he con- 
siders that the fact of violation still needs 


This is the whole point in dispute, and it 
is no wonder that Rudini shrinks, for the 
treaty provides that the protection of Italians 
who come here shall receive the same pro- 
tection as natives. To provide for indemnity 
in such cases as that at New Orleans would 
be to offer the advantages of a system of life 
insurance to foreigners which could not be 
extended to our own citizens. 

Rudini needs to study our admirable sys- 
tem of government. 


Paper See in France. 

The recent experlence of France with 
paper money shows that, when a proper 
degree of caution is exercised, and when the 
people have faith in the government, it is 
possible for, a country to conduct an 
enormous business for years without a 
specie currency. : 

When the Franco-German war ended 
France had to pay Germany an indemnity 
of 5,000,000,000 francs. In paying this 
large amount the country was speedily 


drained of its gold, and the bank of France 


issued 868,000,000 francs in notes. The pay- 
ment of the war debt to Germany occupied 
four years, and during all that time the 
French had to carry on their business with 
paper money. 

Under such circumstances many out- 
siders expected a heavy depreciation of the 
currency. But they were disappointed. 
Although the bank was not able to resume 
specie payments for eight years, there was 
only a slight disturbance of exchange val- 
ues, and while the paper was non-convertible 


it was never allowed to exceed a certain 


amount, and the premium on gold never 
exceeded 1.5 per cent, and most of the time 
was éven lower. 

For some years past the French paper cir- 
culation has been supposed to be on a specie 
basis. This, however, is only nominal. 
The bank issues notes largely in excess of 
its coin reserve, but the people are so well 
satisfied with the paper, and so confident 
that there will never be a big run on the 
bank, that the currency is practically just as 
good as gold and silver. 

All this makes it plain that, when a paper 
currency is prudently issued and managed 
by the government of a wealthy country, it 
is adequate to all the demands of business, 
and is preferred by the people in spite of the 
fact that there is not enough specie held in 
reserve to redeem it. “Well might Walter 
Bagehot say: The failure of the French 
armies was not more striking than the suc- 
cess of French banking.“

‘THE SECOND EVENING SERMON BY 


REV. J. B. CULPEPPER. 


Small Dimtoution in the Large and Inter 
ested Audience at the Tent 
Meeting. 


The great revival continues. 

And it increases in interest as the days go by. 

Those in charge of it are determined to make 
a success of the revival, and the people are in 
full sympathy with them. 

At the opening of the service last evening 
the great tent was again filled to overflowing 
with a large and attentive audience. 

After the rendition of some very effective 
revival hymns, Rev. J. B. Culpepper, the 
great evangelist, began his discourse in his 
earnest and off-hand manner. 

He took his text on the preachers, aod he 
went to work from the very start to give them 
a few plain points on the work in hand. 

The speaker then pitched into Sabbath dese- 
cration, and the manner in which he handled 
the subject was striking and original in the ex- 
treme. 

He struck the financial steward next, and 
remarked that such men were appointed sim- 
ply because they were good collectors. 

“And acursing drummer could do more,” 
he remarked. 

Then he went on to explain the methods of 
these financial stewards. How they would 
rush into an office and call for 
the stipend, in such a hurried business manner 
that he could not wait a minute after receiving 
the cash. Then he gave an illustration’ of 
how these same stewards would rush intoa 
widow’s cottage and demand her contribution, 
and despite her solicitous invitation would re- 
fuse tocome in and chat with her. 

„Seeing that he will not come in, she goes 
to her little cleset, puts on her spectacles, gets 
her dollar out of her purse and gives it to him, 
with a disappointed sigh, as he turns away 
from her door. 

„Why, that man’s hand is not fit to touch 
that money. It is blood money. He has no 
more religion than a cow!”’ 

On this line the discourse was carried out. 
From the N flights of fanciful wit the 
preacher would soar to the very sublimity of 
Christian precept and admonition. 

The meeting closed with those strangely 
beautiful songs that are sung by evangelical 
workers all over the world, and which has 
never been more affectinglg rendered than 
under the shadow of that big tent down in the 
rear of St. Philip’ s, while more than two 
thousand people sit entranced beneath the 
spell of the quaint and | touching melodies.

TRIED FOR HIS LIFE. 


ELISHA A. UNDERWOOD TO ANSWER 
TO THE CHARGE OF MURDER. 


Six Jurors Selected, and the Panel Being 
Exhausted, Court Adjourns Till 
This Morning. 


Elisha A. Underwood is on trial for his life. 

The case, which was postponed from last 
Monday, was called yesterday morning, and 
the attorneys for the state and the defense an- 
nounced ready. 

There were forty-eight jurors in the box, and 
the challenging was begun at once, Solicitor 
General C. D. Hill and Mr. Neel, 
of Rome, appearing for the state, and 
Hon. W. C. Glenn and Mr. Rankin, of 
Calhoun, for the defense. 

The work of selecting the jurors occupied 
the entire morning, and only six out of the 
forty-eight qualitied. 

They are Lewis G. Kirby, John C. Kennedy, 
W. R. Spinks, W. P. Mitchell, W. J. Collins 
and J. E. Lyons. 

The panel being exhausted, the court was 
adjourned until 9 o’clock this morning, when 
the case will be taken up again. 

Underwood is looking well, and appeared in 
the courtroom neatly dressed, and with the air 
of a man determined to watch every point and 
maneuver in the case which so seriously 
menaces his life and personal liberty. 

The Pathetic Story. 

The story of the tragedy is fresh in the 
minds of the people. 

A few weeks ago Underwood and Alex 
Sayre became involved in a quarrel at the 
home of the latter, on Baker street, and Un- 
derwood shot Sayre dead at the dinner table. 

Underwood fled, but was captured near his 
home in north Georgia. 

In the meantime the coroner’s jury had in- 
quired into the case and had returned a verdict 
of murder. Mrs. Sayre took her children and 
went to her relatives in Calhoun. 

The grand jury took the case in hand with- 
out delay and confirmed the decision of the 
inquest. 

The trouble was reported to have grown out 
of jealousy on the part of Sayre concerning 
the relations between his wife and Underwood, 
who boarded with the family. 

The inquest brought out no evidence to sus- 
tain these suspicions, but what evidence was 
brought before the grand jury will only be re- 
vealed during the trial. 

One fact about the case is that the defense 
relies very strongly on the evidence of Mrs. 
Sayre, on account of whose absence the case 
was postponed when first called. 

Just what sort of astory is in possession of 
the defense, it is impossible to guess. It may 
be sensational.

Mrs. Underwood and her three bright little 
children were in the courtroom yesterday 
morning. And with them was Mrs. Ragsdale, 
sister of the man on trial.

Mrs. Sayre, Jr., the widow, and one of the 
two eye witnesses of the killing, is with her.
